that “there “fa no.Govornment telegraph 
office in the world where tolegrams can be 
handed in without cagh payment. . This 
fact is not denied, but the committee de 
not feel called upon to defend the business 
methods of Government institutions. Nor 
can they admit the inferepos you 
wish to diaw that your adininjatracons 
ara on the same basis as Govern 
mont Departments, in fnoe of the fact 
that you are both 
companica formed for the purpere of profit 
to your shareholders. ne of the chief 
reasons why you were able to obtain. certain 
privileges as regards landing rights was in 
view of the benefit which commerce would 
be likely to enjoy through the uiok trans- 
mission of news. For no other reason 
would you have obtained these privileges 
at a nominal cost, and it was not then 
supposed that you ‘would take advantage jn 
doaling with your customers of the fact of 
these privileges. baving resulted in the 
formation of a monopoly. 

Tn conclusion I am to state that this 
Chamber would welcome a more generous

My committer sre of opiman that, in view 
of theradical change which you have effected 
in the conduct of your busines, longer 
notice should havo been given of the pre 
posed change. 

In order to fxcilitate the discussion of 
the new conditions, I will rofer tv them in 
the order abyye mentioned :— 

1, Tt sera strange to my committce 
that while you find yourselves unable to 
receive deposits sufficient to cover business 
with both companies ax formerly, yeu are 
now able to receive a deposit ju the joint 
name of two companies. The simplifica- 
tiow of your uccounts in tose matters may 
be very desirable to yourselves, but from a 
business point of view this is universally 
considored subsidiary to the convenience 
of customers, further it docs not seem 
right that any pereon wishing to do 
business with one company alyne should 
be obliged to deposit hiv finda with both 
companies jointly. 

2. In fixing tho deposit at tho average 
cost of one month's telograms it must be 
apparent tw you that the advantage is all 
on your side, Tho utmost surely your 
companies can demand ia cash on deposit 
of a tolegram immediately before ite trans- 
inissivn. The month's deporit you requiro 
means that for the best part of tho month 
tho sender of telegrams will havea balanco 
tu hia credit ia your buoks, From the na. 
ture of your businoss—it is unreasonable 
to uk him to’ yive your companies this 
credit, nur does it Appear necesswry in such 
casca where there is no queation wa to the 
financial standing of the firm, or individus). 
with whom you are in business relations. 
It would certainly make the transaction o 
more equitable une if the deposit now re- 
quired was reduced to one half. 

3, That the wholo of the intercat allowed 
by the bank on the deposita, ahould be 
adlsimed by the companies ir unjust to the 
depositor and contrary to custom. It has 
been stated by you. in reply ton member 
of this Chamber, that the intention of this 
interest is a fair compensation for the 
credit you give and the trouble of book: 
keoping. In paragraph No. 2it is shown 
that ander this new system the credit is 
given by the depositor and not by you, 
unless indeed you delay sending out the 

rovious month's accounts, Tt does not, 

erefure, appear reasonable to my 
committees that you should demand axtra 
payment for the trouble of entering in your 
own books transactions with your creditors. 
They are nut aware that other similar 
concerus demand this, or that this allow. 
ance has ever previously been claimed by 
your companies. It has always been 
understood that tho authorised tariff rates 
corored all expenses vf tho adninistration 
and left presumably a substantinl amount 
of profit. 

4 —The rendering of monthly uccounts 
calls for no special remark, #8 this ocensions, 
po moro work on your part than formorly, if 
anything, trouble is saved to you, as neither 
will you have occasion to receive amounts 
for cover during the month nor will your 
book-keopera require'to keep any wateb on 
overdrawn a:counta (if any) 

6.—It follows thats sonder of talograms 
not exercising the option given him of de- 
positing his money with your companies 
without oven interest on thesame, myat pay 
cash each timo he desires to senda telegram 
through your administration.

It ia a matter of rograt that your admin- 
istration haa ignored the main point nt is 
aue, which was the rehabilitation of the old 
system, and my Committee again beg you 
to give thia matter your further considera- 
tion, 

Should this not be aceaptable to you, L 
am to draw your attention to porngraph 2 
in my provious letter which reada #9 
fullowa :— 

“In fixing the deposit at the average 
cost of one month's telegrams it mus: be 
apparent to you that the advantage ia all 
on your side, The utmost surealy your 
Companies can domand is cash on deposit 
of a telegram immediately before tts trans- 
mission. The month's deposit you require 
means that for the lest part of the month 
the xender of telegrams will have o balance 
to his credit in your books. From the 
nature of your business it is unreasonable 
tu ask bim to give your Companies this 
eradit, nor does it appear necessary in such 
casos where thore is no question as to the 
financial standing of tho firm, or individual, 
with whom you are in business relations. 
It would cortninly make tho transaction a 
more equitable one if the deposit now re- 
quired was reduced to one half.’ 

The reduction of the deposit claimed by 
one half would, as pointed out, make the 
attitude of your administration a more 
equitable one, and the Committee of this 
Chamber will bo glad to learn that you can 
moet the wishos of the Mercantile Com- 
munity to this extent if your administration 
is Ynuble to mect them in the fuller dense 
represented above, :

JAPANESE MAREE’ 
HONGKONG SUGAR. 
A Consul Corrected.' 

On the 16th of January, Mr M. Noma, 
Japancse Consul, wrote as follows to the 
Daily Pres :— ; 

Sir,—In tho leading article of your to- 
day's isene, a mention waa made about 
Japan Merketa being closed against the | 
refined sugar of Hongkong by prohibitive 
tariffs, and as I considor this statement is 
apt to give ono rather an erroneous im- 
pression of the real fact, 1 requdat you to 
spare your valuable space for t is letter. 

The import duties in Japan on sugar 
according to the existing tarifle which came 
into force on let January 1899 are as 
follows :— 5 

Up toNo. 14 Dutch Standard, 6 por cont 
ad, val, or .204 yen por-picul. : 

From No. 16 to 2u, 10 per cent ad. val. 
of 48 per picul, 

Upward No, 20, 10 per cent ad. val, or

Apart from the import duty, the con- 
sumption tax is equally payable by 
imported sugar as well 14 home products, 
Thus the Adyantage derived by the Japan- 
ese sugar refiners under the oxisting tariffs 
is lim ted to the difference of 6 por cent 
between tho import duty en raw sugar and 
that on refined. Furthermore thie dis- 
crimination bad originally bean simed not 
against tho free Hongkong sugar but 
against the bounty-fed Continental sugar 
with which Japan’a markets had been 
dumped for some time past.

Piper, of Messrs Johnston, Stokes and 
Master) represented the defendant, 

Mr Pollock, in opsning hia case, said that 
the matter in dispute was as to whethor the 
plaintiff, as executrix of Chu} Tak Hi, or 
the defendant was entitled to & certain ghare 
in the Po Chang firm, 127 Jervois Street, in 
this Colony. The plaintiff claimed that she 
wan entitled; as executrix of hor deceased 
husband to 4 one-ninth shareinthe PoChang 
firm, The share originally belonged toa 
man named Chui Tak Hing, brothet of the 

-deceased. Ohui Tak Hi, who waa one of the 

original partners of tho firm, which started 
twenty or thirty years azo. Chui ‘Tak 
Hing died somewhere about 1899 or 1892, 
Joaving behind him his wife, Chui ¥ ong 
Shi, and a son, Chui Kwok Fung. who was 
about 28 yasra of ago. At time of hin 
death Chui Tak Hing was indubted to the 
Po Chang firm in the sum of 82,200, That 
waa admitted by both sides, After his 
death: the partners in the Po Chang firm 
were anxious that the debt should be pnid 
off,and they preased Ohut Kwok Fang, sho, 
as the only son, they regarded as standing 
in his father’s shoes, for the money. Obui 
Kwok Fung ultimately sold to Ohui Tak 
Hi his father's sharo in tho Po Chanz busi- 
ness for $2,400. This transfer was made 
with: the consent of tho partners of the 
firm and with the sanction of Chui Wong 
Shi, tho widow. Chui: Tok Hi paid to 
Chui Kwok Fung $200 in-cash, and took 
upon himself the liability for the debt of 
200, An aercement was mado between 
Chui Kwok Fung and Chui Tsk Hi on 
April 14, 1892, under which Ohui Tak Hi 
received a one-ninth share in the Po Chang 
firm on payment of $2.40, After the 
transfer of the share, Chui Tak Hi received 
over Taols 48 in connection with the share, 
and afterwards recoived various payments 
in gooda and money, which were debited 
against the sharo. % . 

‘A point was raised as to the validity of 
the transfer and argument was gone into. |
